were behind the dresser.

the doctor said: 
I returned again on the 20th, and 
she told me she w-as unwell, and askinl 
if I had brought the dates along, and I 
said I had. 
I arrived on the 8 JO train. 
I went in and laid instruments on tho 
table aud sat down in a rocking chair by 
the Are place. 
I asked how she was 
feeling. 
She then asked mo if I wa* 
certain about the dap's. I had been there 
on the 29 of January and 24 of March. 
I called her attention a* to how sick she 
had been, and nothing wa* said as to the 
24 of April. The reason I know the dates 
is because almost every doctor keeps a 
record of his visit aud the case.* The 
treatment in March wa* at their own 
house.

This IS felt by oflicials here to p resent 
the most serious feature of the situation 
at the p resent tune. 
The government 
authorities at Madrid uudoubtiHlly have 
been fuformed by the Sp anish muuster 
here of the action taken. There is no 
reason to 
ex|» ect any exp ression <d 
official disp leasure as the Sp anish auih- 
onties will be fully adviswi of the long 
legfllative p rtK-eedure through which 
the resulntiuns must p ass before becom­ 
ing effective, but the mure deteimina- 
tion to rep ort such resolutions, it is 
feared will cause intense p ublic feeling 
throughout Si» ain and it is by no means 
certain that the government cun ke» >p 
this feeling within bounds. It is felt to 
endanger such outbreaks as occurred a 
year ago when h'ss radical resolutions 
were under consideration. 
Owing to the legislative difficulties 
in the way of the resolutions becoming 
effective the Sp anish government it.stdf 
will make no move at p resent. There 
18 known to exist a strong op p osition in 
the senate to tlio adop tion of the reso­ 
lutions. 
Under the senate rules the de- 
^ t e can be p rotrat'ted indefinitely. 
While no disiHisition to oiistruct has 
manifested itst lf, vet it is said to In* 
p ossible as one of the means of p re­ 
venting action. 
After action by the 
senate there must be the debate in the 
house, with p ossible changes in the 
resolutions before th« >v have to run the 
gantlet of the p residential veto. If 
the ultimate result should be the adop ­ 
tion of the resolutions as the p olicy of 
the United States, then officials say 
war would be inevitable. 
Until the 
inatter advances to this stage no offi­ 
cial action bv Sp ain is exp ected, but it 
is said that Sfwiiu almost certainly w”’l 
accei^ the resolutions as a casus Imu.i 
immediately that

Another member of the committee 
said that he behevcil, in ease the j» resi- 
dent should veto the resolution, that it 
would lutss over the veto, as he believed 
there were more than two-thirds of 
botli senate and house iu f avp r of it. 
.Some sp eculation is indulged in at the 
cap itol as to the oondition of affairs in 
case the resolution was vetoed by the 
p resident and became law over the 
p resident’s veto. The question of the 
right of eonj.fre88 to recognize any form 
of government in Cuba would be in- 
volved. ami different views are held as 
to whether congress or the executive 
has the right of recognition. 
One senator, discussing this matter, 
instanced a case w hich might arise if 
tncre was a conflict between the exeeu. 
tive and congress on this TK>iut. 
A Cu­ 
ban exp tHlition might be fitted out and 
would attemp t to sail fnmi a p ort of the 
Unitetl Htates. Under onlers of the ex­ 
ecutive the revenue cutters would seize 
the vessi'l for violation of the neutrality 
law. The case would then be taken 
into the courts on the legality of the 
joint resolution, which became a law 
without the signature of the p resident, 
and the issue would be wliether or not 
Cuba had been recognized by the m tion 
of congreti* alone. 
Alltliese vanous questions have been 
discussed, and. it is believed, will be 
quite tlioroughly gone over when the 
resolution comes up in the senate.

He did not dissent strongly 
from a p oint made that his own rejiort 
showed a sufficient cause for action and 
he admitted that a state of affairs 
which p ermits the killing of American 
citizens and the destruction of Ameri­ 
can p rop erty was dep lorable.

The secretary set at rest the story 
which bas been very industriously cir­ 
culated that Consul General Lee has 
p rovided the state dep artment with 
an elaborate rep ort on the condition of 
affaire in Cuba.

THE BENEFIT TO CUBA. 


How the Adop tion of; the Resolution 
Would Help the Rcbela—The Prlnel- 
p al Aid Would Be a War Between the 
United States and Sp ain. 


W ashix oto ». Dec. 19 .-The action of 
the senate committee on foreign rela­ 
tions has naturally led to inquiry as to 
bow much recognition, if comp leted, 
would affect the p osition of the insur-' 
gents. Inquiry of comp etent anthori- 
^ 
goes to show that snch recognition 
from a legal p oint of view would be of i 
greater value to them morally than in 
ttta addition 
any subatiniiml and 


actual p rivilegié to those they now 
p ossess. 
I 
This moral force p robably would man- 
ifest itself first in enabling the new 
rep ublic to float a loan in the markets 
of the world, and thus obtain the sinews 
of war in abundance, for with the 
p owerful bacKing given by this imp lied 
exp ression of our faith in the ability of 
the insurgents to achieve and maintain 
their indep endence, there can be littie 
doubt cap italists would take up snch an 
attractive loan. 
Then the 
Cubans 
would be rep resented in Washington by 
a fnlly a(*eredited minister and legation 
in p lace of the unofficial rep resentation 
they now are obliged to be content 
with. 
If the Cnbans can manage to p ut 
afloat a few warehijé, or even p riva- 
toere, their flag would admit them to 
Uuited States p orts under the p rotec­ 
tion of the neutrality law, though it is 
true our government, having in mind 
the Geneva award, could not tolerate 
the fitting out of snch p rivateers origin­ 
ally in our own p orts. 
However, the 
p rivakeere could bring their p rizes into 
ra r p orts and would no longer be kep t 
from the seas by fear of denunciation 
as p irates. Furthermore, as this recog­ 
nition of iiidep eiideuce would involve 
the recognition of a state of war neither 
the Sp anish government nor the Cubans 
would be p t>rmitted to equip warshiiw 
or military exp editions in the Uuited 
States, and this country would observe 
strict neutrality toward both p arties, 
just as it (lid as between China and 
Jap an in their late war. 
One ill effect njiou the United States 
iteelf of the p rop osed action would be 
the total loss of all of the claims for 
indemnity for American p rop erty de­ 
stroyed during the insnrrection which 
now may lie against Sp ain, for our 
action would relieve her at once of 
rMp omdbility. As the Sp aniards them- 
•elves, however, are p rep ared to p refer 
l ^ e claims against the United States 
for the damage wrought by filibustering 
exp editions, this loss in a measure may 
OT offset. Of conree, too. by recognizing 
the jnnsdietion of the Cubans over 
their island, we should be able to hold 
them resp onsible for further losses of 
‘^‘« ^haracter. 
All of these gains to 
the Cubans after all are largely theoret­ 
ical in value. 
W hat the insurgents undonbtedly ex­ 
p ect and ardently wish for, in the op in- 
ion of the state dep artment p eop le, is 
the p rOTip itation of a war between the 
United States and Sp ain, as the latter 
p ovver naore than once has intimated 
that snrh action on onr p art as the rec- 
egmtion of the indep endence of the 
Cnbans would be an unfriendly art, 
and such authorities as W harton'con- 
cede that it would be sufficient for a 
oasus belli. 
An interesting p recedent in this

assump tion that war will result, is the
